AI3-36271  was  evaluated  on  New  Zealand  White  rabbits  for  Its  potential  to 
cause  skin  and  eye  Irritation.  The  data  obtained  serve  as  a basis  for 
naklng  a recomnendatlon  concerning  Its  potential  use  on  huaans.  This 
recQMMendatlon  Is  Intended  only  for  guidance  In  further  entoMOlogIcal  testing 
of  this  compound.  No  further  testing  Is  planned  for  AI3-36271  because  of  the 
Irritation  produced.

If  this 
compound  shows  pest  repellent  properties  that  are  a significant  improvement 
over  currently  available  compounds,  it  is  requested  that  this  compound  or  its 
modified  fonmilations  be  submitted  for  further  toxicological  evaluation  at 
its  proposed  use  formulation  and/or  concentration.

TOPICAL  HAZARD  EVALIMTION  PROGRAM 
DEFINITIONS  OF  CATEGORIES  OF  COMPOUNDS  BEING 
CONSIDERED  FOR  ACUTE  SKIN  APPLICATION 


CATEGORY  I - Compounds  producing  no  primary  Irritation  of  the  Intact  skin  or 
no  greater  than  mild  primary  Irritation  of  the  skin  surrounding  as  abrasion. 
(INTERPRETATION:  No  restriction  for  acute  application  to  the  hunan  skin.) 

CATEGORY  II  - Compounds  producing  mild  primary  Irritation  of  the  Intact  skin 
and  the  skin  surrounding  an  abrasion.  (INTERPRETATION:  Should  be  used  only 

on  human  skin  found  by  examination  to  have  no  abrasions  or  may  be  used  as  a 
clothing  Impregnant.) 

CATEGORY  III  - Compounds  producing  moderate  primary  Irritation  of  the  Intact 
skin  and  the  skin  surrounding  an  abrasion.  (INTERPRETATION:  Should  not  be 

used  directly  on  the  skin  without  a prophetic  patch  test  having  been 
conducted  on  humans  to  determine  Irritation  potential  to  hunan  skin.  May  be 
used  without  patch  testing,  with  extreme  caution,  as  clothing  Impregnants. 
Compound  should  be  resubmitted  In  the  form  and  at  the  Intended  use 
concentration  so  that  Its  Irritation  potential  can  be  reexamined  using  other 
test  techniques  on  animals. 
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CATEGORY  IV  - Compounds  producing  moderate  to  severe  primary  Irritation  of 
the  Intact  skin  and  of  the  skin  surrounding  an  abrasion  and.  In  addition, 
producing  necrosis,  vesiculatlon  and/or  eschars.  INTERPRETATION:  Should  be 

resubmitted  for  testing  In  the  form  and  at  the  Intended  use  concentration. 
Upon  resubmission.  Its  Irritation  potential  will  be  reexamined  using  other 
test  techniques  on  animals,  prior  to  possible  prophetic  patch  testing  In 
humans,  at  concentrations  v^lch  have  been  shown  not  to  produce  primary 
Irritation  In  animals.) 

CATEGORY  V - Compounds  Impossible  to  classly  because  of  staining  of  the  skin 
or  other  masking  effects  owing  to  physical  properties  of  the  compound. 
(INTERPRETATION:  Not  suitable  for  use  on  hunans.) 

EYE  CATEGORIES: 

A.  Compounds  non1glur*1yis  to  the  eye.  INTERPRETATION:  Irritation  of 

human  eyes  is  not  expect  If  the  compound  should  accldentaly  get  Into  the 
eyes,  provided  It  Is  washed  out  as  soon  as  possible. 

B.  Compounds  producing  mild  Injury  to  the  cornea.  INTERPRETATION: 
Should  be  used  with  caution  around  the  eyes. 
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C.  Compounds  producing  wild  injury  to  the  cornea,  and  In  addition  sowe 
Injury  to  tne  conjunctiva.  INTER^eTAtioN;  Should  be  used  caution 
around  the  ayes  and  mucosa.
